Has  your  dub  taken  advantage  of  our  programs  such  as  free  DVD's,  seminars, 
reimbursements  for  library  book  donations  and  speaker  reimbursements?  These  are  annual 
benefits  which  CSNS  member  clubs  should  be  considering . 

l  FREE  DVD'S  -  David  Lisot  of  Cointelevision  has  produced  a  series  of  DVD's  which 
cover  a!!  educational  program*  presented  »*  the  ANA,  FUN  and  Central  States 
conventions  each  year.  Five  of  these  are  available  to  your  club  just  for  the  asking. 
Simply  contact  me  at  son./: y >ar  ^sgaoLcom  and  I  will  email  you  the  latest  list  of 
DVD’s  that  are  available.  Pick  out  five  titles  and  return  your  request  to  me  via  email.  I 
will  have  David  Lisot  send  them  to  you.  These  DVD's  make  great  programs  for  dub 
meetings  or  can  be  loaned  to  club  members.  Your  club  can  request  five  DVD's  per 
year. 

2.  LIBRARY  PROGRAM  --  Contact  local  public  libraries  and/or  school  libraries  to 
find  out  what  numismatic  books  they  would  like  to  receive  from  your  club.  If  they 
don’t  have  ideas,  give  them  a  list  of  possible  titles.  Once  they  have  selected  up  to 
$600  worth,  your  club  pays  for  the  books  up  front  and  Central  State  reimburses  up  to 
$500.  Again,  your  dub  can  participate  in  this  program  on  an  annual  basis. 

3.  SPEAKER  PROGRAM  --  Looking  for  speaker?  Central  States  will  reimburse  your 
club  up  to  $200  per  calendar  year  for  speakers  you  invite  to  a  dub  meeting.  The  $200 
can  be  spent  on  fees,  travel,  lodging  or  meals.  The  choice  is  up  to  the  club. 

4.  SEMINARS  -  Central  States  sponsors  two  numismatic  seminars  per  year  in  various 
locations  in  our  13-state  region.  Your  club  can  co-host  a  seminar,  suggest  speakers,  a 
theme  and  location.  We  do  the  rest.  The  cost  to  attend  a  CSNS  seminar  are  minimal  - 
$10  for  members  and  $20  for  non-members.

In  the  O/N/D  issue  of  the  Journal,  the  feature  article  was 
about  Nebraska  native,  Walt  Behlen's  idea  of  the  “Million 
Silver  Dollar  Display"  at  the  1962  Seattle  World  Fair  by 
our  own  Jim  McKee. 

Jim's  article  inspired  me  to  see  if  I  could  find  any  of  the 
souvenir  items  from  the  million  dollar  display.  Well,  1 
thought  I’d  share  with  the  reader's  of  the  Journal  what  I 
have  found. 


The  first  item  I 
found,  I  stum¬ 
bled  across  it  at 
the  Grand  Is¬ 
land  Show  last 
January.  I  was 
thrilled.  After 
month's  of 
searching  the 
internet  with¬ 
out  success,  I 
find  a  great  example  of  a  silver  dollar  from  the  display  in  a 
case  right  here  in  Nebraska.  I  was  also  please  to  see  that 
it  was  a  1922  Peace  dollar  as  200,000  of  that  date  were 
poured  loose  over  $1,000  bags  of  Morgan  dollars  to  give 
the  illusion  of  a  literal  “pile"  of  coins  in  the  display  at  the 
fair.

Next  I  found  a  brass  token 
from  the  Fair,  originally  sold 
in  a  set  of  three  medallions 
commemorating  the  Space 
Needle,  the  Monorail  and  the 
$1,000,000  silver  dollar  dis¬ 
play.  Each  token  originally 
sold  for  50<t  apiece. 


My  final  find  was  a  brochure  from  the  display.  It  is  a 
cool  little  piece  of  history  that  goes  in  to  great  detail  of 
the  plan  to  bring  a  million  silver  dollars  to  Seattle  for  the 
fair.

Citizens  Coinage 
Advisory  Commit¬ 
tee  recommends 
2015  Nebraska 
Quarter  Design

The  America  the  Beauti¬ 
ful  Quarters  Frogram  will 
reach  its  sixth  year  in  2015  with  five  new  reverse 
designs  featuring  the  Homestead  National  Monument 
of  America  in  Nebraska,  Kisatchie  National  Forest 
in  Louisiana,  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  in  North  Carolina, 
Bombay  Hook  National  Wildlife  Refuge  in  Delaware, 
and  Saratoga  National  Historical  Park  in  New  York. 
At  a  meeting  held  on  February  20,  2014,  the  Com¬ 
mission  of  Fine  Arts  (CFA)  reviewed  design  candi¬ 
dates  provided  by  the  United  States  Mint  and  offered 
their  recommendations. 


The  design  candidates  had  been  reviewed  earlier  on 
February  11  by  the  Citizens  Coinage  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  (CCAC)  who  had  also  offered  their  recom¬ 
mendations.  The  authority  to  select  the  final  designs 

rests  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

*  * 

For  the  Homestead  National  Monument  Quarter,  the 
CFA  supported  the  recommendation  of  the  CCAC 
for  a  modified  version  of  candidate  HP-02.  This  de¬ 
sign  shows  the  three  fundamentals  essential  to  sur- 
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vival  for  homesteaders:  food,  shelter,  and  water.  There 
are  thirty  stars  to  symbolize  the  30  states  that  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  Homestead  Act.  The  suggested  modifica¬ 
tions  to  the  design  included  the  elimination  of  the 
stars,  the  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  corn  husks,  and 
the  insertion  of  the  phrase  "Free  Land"  as  an  arc  of 
text  at  the  top  of  the  composition.

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U.S.  Mint  throws  Collec¬ 
tors  a  curve... a  curved  coin 
is. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  -  The  United 
States  Mint  in  San  Francisco  will  soon 
produce  an  unusual  coin  in  honor  of  base¬ 
ball,  the  nation's  favorite  pastime. 

Like  so  many  great  baseball  pitches,  the 
new  coin  will  feature  a  curve. 

The  bowl-shaped  currency  is  the  result  of  a  2012  law  —  the  National  Baseball  Hall 
of  Fame  Commemorative  Coin  Act  —  ordering  the  U.S.  Treasury  to  manufacture 
the  coin  to  commemorate  the  Hall  of  Fame,  which  celebrates  its  75th  anniversary 
in  2014. 

According  to  the  text  of  the  law,  the  coin's  striking  shape  is  intended  to  be  similar 
to  the  2009  International  Year  of  Astronomy  coin  issued  by  Monnaie  de  Paris,  the 
French  mint. 

The  coin  will  come  in  $5,  $1  and  half  dollar  denominations  and  will  feature  a  base¬ 
ball  on  one  side  and  a  baseball  glove  on  the  other. 

The  baseball  is  to  be  depicted  on  the  convex  side,  to  complement  its  round  shape, 
and  the  glove  is  shown  on  the  coin's  concave  side,  to  complement  its  cupped 
shape. 

The  glove-and-ball  design  is  the  creation  of  28-year-old  Cassie  McFarland,  an 
artist  and  photographer  who  submitted  it  as  part  of  a  contest. 

McFarland's  entry  was  chosen  from  among  178  submissions  by  sculptor-engravers 
and  designers  at  the  mint  and  members  of  the  Hall  of  Fame. 

According  to  the  mint's  website,  McFarland  said  she  entered  the  competition  be¬ 
cause  she  was  fascinated  by  the  notion  that  America's  coins  could  reflect  the  per¬ 
sonality  and  history  of  its  people. 

It  also  appealed  to  her,  she  said,  because  of  her  fond  childhood  memories  of  at¬ 
tending  Los  Angeles  Dodgers  baseball  games  with  her  father,  even  though  she  now 
roots  for  the  San  Francisco  Giants.
